LEGISLATURE END SEES 
NO BILLS FAVORING 
LABOR PASSED 


SACRAMENTO, June 18.—The 


longest session of the Calhformia 
Legislature ever held adjourned 
Sunday night at 11:55.. A vain at- 
tempt was made to balance the 
budeet and finish most of the 
tasks confronting the legislature 
at the last minute. 

Without passing any pro-labor 
bills, the liberal element in the 
legislature managed to preven’ 


the passage of most of the anti 
labor. Baits, OF sonie nine 
nieasures directed primarily against 
the Communist Party, only one 
managed to pass both houses of 
legislature. This is Assembly Dill 
106, which was designed to pre- 
vent liberal croups from using 
school halls for meetings and. te 
kick out of school any teacher 
holding liberal opinions. 


# Vicious Tax Measures. 


Although there was a* very 
strone Epic representation in the 
assembly, they managed to bog 
down and compromise On most 
of the vicious tax measures pro- 
posed. The increase in the sales 
tax to 3 per cent, and a very 
light income tax, amounting to 
only one qtarter of the Federal 
rates, may be attributed to the 
lack of anv organization and pro- 
gram on the part of the Epic 
group. The one liberal bill the~ 
did get through, the short-train 
bill, was killed by Governor Mer- 
tiam’s veto. 

No effective tnemployment in- 
‘surance measure was passed. In- 
stead a bill to syplement proposed 
legislation before Congress was 
rushed through.
